fice of Cooperative 
Ex tension 
Work, United States Department 
of Agriculture, at a conference of 
ex tension directors, 
ex tension 
leaders in corn-borer work, and 
ex tension editors from Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana, New York, and 
Pennsy lvania, held in Washing­ 
ton, D. C., April 2 and 3. “Corn- 
borer control,” he said, “is a part 
of good farming. It is peculiarly 
our task—an ex tension task—to 
get this to the farmer. We have 
had a y ear’s ex perience. We are 
better prepared than ever.” 
Each state gave a report of the 
corn-borer educational work car­ 
ried on and outlined plans for 
future work. Although the ex ­ 
tent to which compulsory clean­ 
up will be enforced has not y et 
been fully determined, the ex ten­ 
sion forces will go ahead prepar­ 
ing the farmer to live with the 
corn borer and grow corn profit­ 
ably . 
A committee was appointed to 
outline plans for future educa­ 
tional work, and their report was 
unanimously adopted by the con­ 
ference. This report stated that 
the conference believed the prob­ 
lem of corn-borer control tc^ be 
important and urgent and that 
the farmers want the assistance 
of the ex tension forces in chang­ 
ing methods of corn production 
to provide control under farm 
conditions. Special emphasis was 
placed on the problem of produc­ 
ing corn at a profit under corn- 
borer conditions.

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CITIES CLAMOR FOR AIR PORTS 
Half a century or so ago, ev ery city and town 
in the country was doing all it could to get rail­ 
road serv ice. 
People were b eginning to realize 
that a community’s prosperity was going to de­ 
pend largely on its railway communications; 
many a thriv ing town was dying out b ecause it 
had b een left off the line. 
Today the scramb le for railroads is ov er. In 
its place, and somewhat parallel in its m anifesta­ 
tion. is a growing desirfc to get on the airplane 
routes. 
City after city is b uying land for an 
i airport. Airplane factories are eagerly souglit b y 
^chamb ers of commerce. 
Reports of new air mies 
are front page news in the cities affected. 
It is hardly prob ab le that the air line will 
ev er b e as important to a city as the railway line, 
i it is foolish to predict that airplanes will ev er re­ 
place railroads. 
Yet ev en when a most con- 
■serv ativ e v iewpoint is adopted, it is apparent that 
fair lines will in the near future play an ev er-in­ 
creasing part in the spread oi prosperity. 
The prob ation period of commercial air­ 
plane serv ice may b e said to lia\c passed in^o 
history. 
A numb er of lines now in existence are 
making money; many more are projected for the 
near future. The Ford lines b etween Detroit and 
Clev eland, for instance, are prospering notab ly; 
within a few days they will b e extended to Chica­ 
go and Pittsb urgh. 
It is worth noting, too, that in this country 
all of this dev elopment has taken place without 
the use of sub sidies. 
Av iation enthusiasts are 
wont to try to prod us into greater activ ity in the 
air b y pointing out that Europe estab lished air­ 
plane lines in adv ance of the United States; b ut 
Europe’s lines, almost without exception, 
aie 
partly supported b y the gov ernments. 
In this 
• country they hav e to meet the acid test of b usi­ 
ness and support themselv es. 
That they are 
doing it is final proof that the airplane, as a 
commercial means of transportation, has estab ­ 
lished itself. 
Frob ab ly it will b e a good many years b efore 
the use of priv ate airplanes for pleasure riding 
extends b eyond 
the ranks of a relativ ely 
few 
wealthy enthusiasts. Prob ab ly it will b e tjuite a 
while b efore the av erage citizen will accept air­ 
plane trav el as a m atter of course. 
But a great 
dev elopment is b eginning, nev ertheless. 
Cities 
are 
already 
b eginning 
to 
find 
that 
good 
airports are good inv estments. 
Business firms 
are more and more coming to recognize the v alue 
of speedy transportation such as the airplane 
prov ides. 


A NEW JOB FOR COLLEGES 
Bad characters 
are rare 
among 
college 
students, declares Professor Irwin Edman of Col­ 
umb ia in the Forum magazine, b ut he adds the 
far from optimistic 
qualification that 
this :s 
mainly b ecause 
college 
students 
rarely hav e 
characters of any kind. 
“If it is the b usiness of a college to do any­ 
thing at all,” he writes, “that b usiness certainly 
includes the function of enab ling students, b efore 
they hav e quit its precincts, to find some peace in 
their own souls and some steadying adjustments 
to their world. 
It is v ery rare on a campus to 
find genuinely v icious or deprav ed characters. 
But it is equally rare to find characters at all. in 
that definite sense in which one speaks of the 
character of i writer or a composer—character 
in the sense of a cear direction, a personality 
with a centre, edge, sturdiness, and depth. In- 
\ deed, one may say that in so far as the colleges 
hav e succeeded in enab ling students to approach 
a unification and clarification of themselv es—in. 
so far, in a word, as they hav e enab led them to 
Achiev e a character—they hav e performed the 
chief of their functions.” 


Professor Edman 
suggests three 
ways in 
which the 
colleges may do their 
job s. 
They 
should take into account the mental strains and 
stresses of their 
students. 
They 
should add 
trained psychiarists to their staffs. 
They should 
prov ide courses in morals that really touch mod­ 
ern prob lems.

A BEACON WORTH WHILE 
There is a thought for all of us in that light­ 
house on Greenely Island. 
Built b y fisherfolk to keep their smacks and 
whaling b oats off a rocky coast, its opportunities 
to gain fame were decidedly limited. 
But, this Greenely Island 
lighthouse kept 
plugging at its job . 
Night after night—cold, and 
lonely nights — it shot a b right warning to ships 
that v entured too close. They were small ships 
and infrequent, b ut that was its job . 
Then came its golden opportunity—flyers on 
an epochal flight were b lown off their course. 
They prob ab ly would hav e met the same fate as 
those who had preceded them in the efforts to 
fly the Atlantic from the east had it not b een for 
this Greenely Island lighthouse, b uilt to keep 
fishing smacks off a forb idding coast. 
Well, this fishermen’s guide is world famous 
now. It kept plugging at a menial job and op­ 
portunity finally came its way. 
That generally is the way things work out 
with people, too. 


ANALYZING INSPIRATION 
“Intuitions” really occur, according to Pro­ 
fessor James Henry Leub a, b ut they can b e read­ 
ily accounted for. 
Artists dnd scientists fre­ 
quently attrib ute their most remarkab le achiev e­ 
ments to “inspiration.” Thus Longfellow found 
that the “Ballad of the Schooner Hesperus” prac­ 
tically wrote itself. 
In his own accounts of its 
creation he 
said that “It hardy 
cost me any 
effort. 
It did not come into my mind b y lines 
b ut b y stanzas.” Similarly George Elliott thought 
she owed her nov els to something “Not herself” 
and the German poet Goethe talked ab out un­ 
expected gifts 
from 
ab ov e.” 
Scientists from 
Archimedes to Henri Poincare hav e offered ex­ 
amples of the same process. 
Now, says Professor Leub a, this happens b e- 
cause “there come, after periods of mental striv ­ 
ing or b rooding, fructifying moments, effortless 
and unexpected, which giv e the impression of in­ 
spiration.” 
But inv ariab ly they merely “com­ 
plete or continue something already b egun” b y 
hard, patient work.

of the people of a state or n a ­ 
tion comes opportunely upon the 
ev e of the quadrennial election 
period. Those apprehensiv e that 
the rank and file of American 
v oters may hav e lost or v itiated 
this faculty of right self-expres­ 
sion may take renewed courage 
in the realization that whenev er 
the issue b etween 
civ ic right­ 
eousness and selfish partisanship 
is clearly defined and joined, the 
pub lic conscience b ecomes arous­ 
ed and is at once assertiv e. It 
is upon this assurance that the 
defenders and chapions of Am­ 
erican democracy rest their case. 
There are times, it is true, when 
the faith of some is shaken. O f­ 
ten it may seem that the v oters 
hav e lost the right perspectiv e 
and that, as a mass, they are 
b eing led in the wrong direction. 
But reassurance and new cour­ 
age come with the realization 
that the power to act rightly and 
effectiv ely has not b een v itiated. 
At times like this there comes 
the confident hope that the so- 
called forces of intrigue and sel­ 
fishness, ignorance, b igotry and 
lust for power will ev er b e prov ­ 
ed impotent and ineffectiv e. No 
one, 
howev er, should console 
himself with the v ain hope that 
a single v ictory assures future 
success. The b attle is a continu­ 
ous one, with v itally important 
isues just now at stake. 
It would b e well for the Amer­ 
ican people at the moment, while 
surv eying 
conditions in some 
parts of the world, to consider 
appreciately and gratefully *the 
opportunity which is theirs 
of 
directing and shaping their own 
political and social destinies. No­ 
thing except indifference and 
i arelessness can depriv e them of 
the rights and priv ileges which 
are theirs. But the failure to as­ 
sert and exercise their rights will 
result, inev itab ly, in the ascen­ 


dancy of destructiv e 
forms of 
thinly disguised political or in­ 
div idual dictatorships. 
Ameri­ 
cans do not relish the term. And 
yet they hav e suffered, at times, 
the existence of what is nothing 
less than this form of domina­ 
tion. When aroused they finally 
throw it off, as has always b een 
prov ed. But it were b etter that 
b y v igilance and alertness ev en 
the temporary infliction of mis­ 
rule b e av oided. 


Dr. Horatio Gates Sexton was 
cne of the early settlers in Rush- 
v ille and came here really b efore 
there was a town platted. 1/r. 
Sexton was b orn at Wilb raham, 
Mass., Jan. 21, 179 6, the son of 
Dav id Sexton, and ab out 1821 
married a Quaker girl named 
Hannah Pugh at Springb oro, 
Warren County, Ohio, and with 
her, came to Rushv ille in 1822. 
To this marriage 
were b orn 
twelv e children, fiv e of whom 
were liv ing in 1888 and two of 
whom hav e left an indelib le 
stamp of indiv iduality and pro­ 
gress b ehind them. Dr. Sexton’s 
first wife died and he married Lu 
cretia Cramer, of New York, and 
to this marriage three children 
were b orn. He was, if not 
the 
first, among the first physicians 
to locate at this place. JucRe 
William B. Laughlin had located 
here in 1820 b ut he did not come 
as a physician, although 
at 
times activ e in practice b ut ra­ 
ther as a pioneer, who was sur­ 
v eyor, lawyer, teacher and doc­ 
tor and skilled in each. 
Dr. Sexton had taught school 
and studied medicine under Dr. 
Cruikshank, at Harrison, Ohio. 
Here his medical career of nearly 
half a century may b e said to 
hav e b egun and ended b y his 
death June 13, 1865 at Rushv ille. 
He was wedded to medicine and 
allowed no political or other al­ 
lurements to distract his time or 
attention 
and 
was 
always 
ab reast of the times. While a 
man of pronounced opinions in 
politics, religion 
and 
otherise 
he was nev er a b igot and had no 
use for intolerance of any kind, 
a trait which he seems to hav e 
transm itted to posterity. He was 
a Presb yterian, Mason, memb er 
of American Medical Association 
and Indiana State Medical So­ 
ciety, and for years President of 
the Rush County Medical So­ 
ciety. Dr. Sexton was surv iv ed b y 
two sons, who were destined to 
leav e a marked impress on town 
and county—Dr. Marshall Sex­ 
ton, who was b orn at Rushv ll« ?eJ 
Jan. 29 , 1823 and Hon. Leonidas 
Sexton, b orn here May 19 , 1827. 
At sev enteen years of age Mar­ 
shall Sexton 
entered 
Hanov er 
College where he completed the 
Sophomore course and then b e­ 
gan the study of medicine. In 
1842 he entered the Ohio Medical 
College, from which he graduat­ 
ed in March 1844. He then b egan 
the practice of medicine, with 
his father, at Rushv ille and con­ 
tinued with him ten years. When 
the Reb ellion b roke out, he was 
commissioned 
Surgeon 
of the 
Fifty Second Indiana Volunteers 
in 1863, b ut b ad health compell­ 
ed his resignation and he return- 
j 
ed to priv ate practice when his 
health returned, where he died 
at his post on January 9 , 189 2; 
In May 1844, Dr. Sexton was 
married to Miss E. S. Brooks at 
Wilmington, Ohio, to which un­ 
ion four children were b orn v iz, 
Louise, Rub y H., Sally M., and 
John C. He was a memb er of the 
G. A. R., National, State and 
County Medical Associations. Dr. 
Sexton was tall and straight as 
an arrow, had a stately car­ 
riage, keen piercing eyes, heav y 
eyeb rows, and an intellectual 
face and head. His appearance 
was striking and not soon forgot­ 
ten, when once ob serv ed and 
while pub licly aloof, was the soul 
of kindness and tenderness to 
those in his care. 
Hon. Leonidas Sexton was edu­ 
cated in the primary schools of 
Rushv ille and in 1842 he with 
sev eral other b oys were placed 
in a Latin class taught b y the 
Rev . D. M. Stewart, in his pri­ 
v ate residence and in 
1843 he 
entered Hanov er College for one 
term, when he entered Miami 
Oxford, Ohio, and 


ton married Miss Anna Hunt, a 
resident of Rushv ille b ut b orn at 
Paducah, Ky., in 1836. They had 
four children, two sons and two 
daughters, only one 
of whom, 
Gates Sexton, grew to maturity. 
••Lon”, as he 
was 
familiarly 
known, defeated L. J. Woolen 
and William L. Wright for repre­ 
sentativ e in the Forty-fifth Con­ 
gress b ut lost to Jepha D. New- 
m the Forty-Sixth. He was a 
man of wide acquaintance, kind 
hearted, b enev olent disposition 
and pub lic spirited. 
He was 
elected Lt. Gov ernor, when the 
late T. A. Hendricks was elected 
Gov ernor in 1872, b eing the only 
Repub lican elected on the state 
ticket. A lawyer with few peers, 
a memb er of the Presb yterian 
church, a Mason and Odd Fel­ 
lows in which orders he ranked 
high and a staunch Repub lican 
in politics. While on a v isit 
at 
Parsons, Kansas, he was taken 
ill and died July 4, 1880. 
Mr. Sexton represented Rush 
County in the Legislature in 
1857. A man of commanding ap­ 
pearance and genial disposition 
he will not soon 
b e forgotten, 
nor will his stately mansion, 
which stood where now stands 
the Christian church on Main 
street. The male line of “Lon”, 
Sexton’s family perished 
when 
his son, Gates Sexton, died in 
May 19 15. Two generations 
in 
the male line surv iv e the Dr. 
Marshall Sexton issue, v iz: 
Dr. 
John C. and his son, Dr. Cullen 
Sexton. 
Dr. John Chase Sexton was 
b orn at Rushv ille, Ind., Jan. 21, 
1859 , graduated from the Rush­ 
v ille high school in the class of 
1876. entered Hanov er College, 
completed the Junior course and 
returned home where he studied 
medicine until 1880, when he en­ 
tered the Ohio Medical College 
at 
Cincinnati, 
graduated in 
March 1882. He b egan practice 
with his father with whom he 
continued 
until the 
latter’s 
death. 
Septemb er 27, 1882, he 
married Miss Hannah Cullen, 
only child of Judge Cullen. To 
this union two children hav e 
b een b orn, v iz: Frances E. and 
Cullen Sexton. Truly a most re­ 
markab le 
family, if continued 
residence and “foot prints ©n 
the sands of Time” are consid­ 
ered. This is no “paid adv ertise­ 
m ent,” b ut a cursory history of 
the oldest resident family name 
in Rushv ille and one 
whose 
name appears on half the ab ­ 
stracts of the city and the pub ­ 
lic record of the town and city 
for more than a hundred years. 
I would gladly pub lish any other 
b iography intimately connected 
with our county or our city of 
Rushv ille or b oth, as “no study 
Is so interesting to man, as the 
story of m an,” if those concerned 
will assist with data.

who had b een a school teacher 
and music teacher here and was 
v ery popular, b ut whose young 
life ended in death in 1856, leav ­ 
ing three daughters to a father s 
care, Mrs. Z. E. Mauzy and Mrs.

said C. B. Smith chief of the Of- 
fice of Cooperative 
Extension 


Work, United States Department 
of Agriculture, at a conference of 
extension directors, 
extension. 


leaders in corn-borer work, and 
extension editors from Michigan, 
Ohio, Indiana, New York, and 
Pennsylvania, held in Washing' 
ton, D. C., April 2 and 3. "Corn- 
borer control," he said, "is a part 
of good farming. It is peculiarly 
cur task — an extension task — to 
get this to the farmer. We have 
had a year's experience. We are 
better prepared than ever." 


Each state gave a report of the 


corn-borer educational work car- 
ried on and outlined plans for 
future work. Although the ex- 
tent to which compulsory clean- 
up will be enforced has not yet 
been fully determined, the exten- 
sion forces will go ahead prepar- 
ing the farmer to live with the 
corn borer and grow corn profit- 
ably. 


A committee was appointed to 


outline plans for future educa- 
tional work, and their report was 
unanimously adopted by the con- 
ference. This report stated that 
the conference believed the prob- 
lem of corn-borer control to, be 
important and urgent and that 
the farmers want the assistance 
of the extension forces in chang- 
ing methods of corn production 
to provide control under farm 
conditions. Special emphasis was 
placed on the problem of produc- 
ing corn at a profit under corn- 
borer conditions.

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CITIES CLAMOR FOR AIR PORTS 


Half a century or so ago, every city and town 


'in the country was doing all it could to get rail- 
road service. People were beginning to realize 
that a community's prosperity was going to de- 
pend largely on its railway communications: 
many a thriving town was dying out because it 
had been left off the line. 
Today the scramble for railroads is over. In 


its place, and somewhat parallel in its manifesta- 
tion, is a growing desire to get on the airplane 
routes. 
City after city is buying land for an 


.airport 
Airplane factories are eagerly sought by 


Chambers of commerce. Reports of new air .mes 
'are front page news in the cities affected. 


It is hardly probable that the air line will 


ever be as important to a city as the railway line. 
It is foolish to predict that airplanes will ever rc- 
Iplace railroads. 
Yet even when a most con- 


servative viewpoint is adopted, it is apparent that 
air lines will in the near future play an ever-in- 
creasing part in the spread of prosperity. 


The probation period of commercial air- 


plane service may be said to have passed into 
history. 
A number of lines now in existence are 


making money; many more are projected for toe 
near future. The Ford lines between Detroit and 
Cleveland, for instance, are prospering notably; 
''within a few days they will be extended to Cluca- 
'go and Pittsburgh. 


It is worth noting, too, that in this country 


all of this development has taken place withouu 
the use of subsidies. 
Aviation enthusiasts are 


wont to try to prod us into greater activity m the 
air by pointing out that Europe established air- 
plane lines in advance of the United States' *"* 
Europe's lines, almost without exception, 
partly supported by the governments. 
In 


country they have to meet the acid test of busi- 
ness and support themselves. 
That they are 


doing it is final proof that the airplane, as a 
commercial means of transportation, has estao- 
lished itself. 


Probably it will be a good many years before 


the use of private airplanes for pleasure riding 
extends beyond the ranks of a relatively few 
wealthy enthusiasts. Probably it will be quite a 
while before the average citizen will accept air- 
plane travel as a matter of course. But a great 
development i;; beginning, nevertheless. 
Cities 


are already beginning 
to find that

airports arc good investments. 
Business firms 


are more and more coming to recognize the value 
of speedy transportation such as the

A NEW JOB FOR COLLEGES 


Bad 'characters are rare among 
college 


students, declares Professor Invin Edinan of Col- 
umbia in the Forum magazine, but he adds the 
far from optimistic qualification that this ;s 
mainly because college students rarely have 
characters of any kind. 


-If it is the business of a college to do anj- 


thing at all." he writes, "that business certainly 
includes the function of enabling students, before 
they have quit its precincts, to find soms peace in 
their own souls and some'steadying adjustments 
' to their world. It is very rare on a campus to 
find genuinely vicious or depraved characters. 
But it is equally rare to find characters at all, in 
that definite sense in which one speaks of the 
character of * writer or a composer-character 
in the sense of a cear direction, a personalty 
with a centre, edge, sturdiness, and depth. In- 
deed one may say that in so far as the colleges 
have succeeded in enabling students to approach 
a unification and clarification of themselvcs-in, 
so far in a word, as they have enabled them to 
Achieve a character—they have performed the 
chief of their functions." 


Professor Edman suggests three ways m 


which the 
colleges may do their jobs. They 


-hould take into account the mental strains and 
stresses of their students. 
They should add 


trained psychiarists to their staffs. They should 
provide courses in morals that really touch mod- 
em problems. 


A BEACON WORTH WHILE 


There is a thought for all of us in that light- 


house on Greenely Island. 


Built by fisherfolk to keep their smacks and 


whaling boats off a rocky coast, its opportunities 
to gain fame were decidedly limited. 


But this Greenely Island 
lighthouse kept 


plugging at its job. Night after night-cold,and 
lonely nights — it shot a bright warning to ships 
that ventured too close. They were small ships 
and infrequent, but that was its job. 


Then came its golden opportunity—flyers on 


an epochal flight were blown off their course. 
They probably would have met the same fate as 
those who had preceded them in the efforts to 
fly the Atlantic from the east had it not been for 
this Greenely Island lighthouse, built to keep 
fishing smacks off a forbidding coast. 


Well this fishermen's guide is world famous 


now. It'kept plugging at a menial job and op- 
portunity finally came its way. 


That generally is the way things work out 


with people, too. 


ANALYZING INSPIRATION 


"Intuitions" really occur, according to Pro- 


fessor James Henry Leuba, but they can be read- 
ily accounted for. Artists and scientists fre- 
quently attribute their most remarkable achieve- 
mcnts'to "inspiration." Thus Longfellow found 
that the "Ballad of the Schooner Hesperus" prac- 
tically wrote itself. 
In his own accounts of its 


creation he said that "It hardy cost me any 
effort 
It did not come into my mind by lines 


but by stanzas." Similarly George Elliott thought 
she owed her novels to something "Not herself 
and the German poet Goethe talked about "un- 
expected gifts 
from 
above." 
Scientists from 


Archimedes to Henri Poincare have offered ex- 
amples of the same process. 


Now says Professor Leuba, this happens be- 


er use "there come, after periods of mental striv- 
ing or brooding, fructifying moments, effortless 
-nd unexpected, which give the impression of in- 
spiration." But invariably they merely "com- 
plete or continue something already begun" by 
hard, patient work.

disposal. 
As late as March some 54,000 


victims were still being fed by the 
Red Cross, according to the organ- 
ization's figures. Today only 
•very few families, their needs care- 
fully investigated by local chap- 
ters, are still receiving free food 
and other help. 
The $17,000,000 has all been 


spent except for a small amount 
needed for continuation work in 
few of the hardest hit counties o£ 
Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas, Mis 
sissippi and Louisiana.

to care for more than 600,000 per 
sons in one way or another.

He wa 
a Presbyterian, Mason, membe 
of American Medical Association 
and Indiana State Medical So- 
ciety and for years President of 
the Rush County Medical So- 
ciety. Dr. Sexton was survived by 
two sons, who were destined to 
leave a marked impress on town 
and county—Dr. Marshall Sex- 
ton who was born at RushvUieJ 
Jan. 29, 1823 and Hon. Leonidas 
Sexton, born here May 19, 1827. 


At seventeen years of age Mar- 


shall Sexton entered Hanover 
College where he completed the 
Sophomore course and then be- 
gan the study of medicine. In 
1842 he entered the Ohio Medical 
College, from which he graduat- 


. . 
Governor in 1872, being the only 
Republican elected on the state 
ticket. A lawyer with few peers, 


member of the Presbyterian 


church, a Mason and Odd Fet- 
ow in which orders he ranked 
high and a staunch Republican 
in politics. While on a visit at 
Parsons, Kansas, he was taken 
ill and died July 4, 1880. 
Mr Sexton represented 
Rush 


County in the Legislature in 
1857. A man of commanding ap- 
pearance and genial disposition 
he will not soon be forgotten, 
nor will his stately mansion, 
which stood where now stands 
the Christian church on Main 
street.

Sexton was tall and straight as

His appearance 
was striking and not soon forgot- 
ten when once observed and 
while publicly aloof, was the soul 
of kindness and tenderness to 
those in his care.

In a little group near the lip'.of 
the rain-washed grave stood the 
flier's widow and beside her 
Commander -Richard E. Byrd 
who discovered Bennett's worth 
and valued his friendship and 
ability beyond that of any other 
man. 


Mrs Bennett stood bravely in 


the midst of the dismal 
scene 


until the first volley of Bennett s 
salute was fired by a detail of 
blue jackets. She shuddered 
as 


the echo rolled back from the 
Virginia Hills. 


The plaintive notes of "taps" 


floated into the soggy air, and 
as the significance of this sum- 
mons to sleep bit deeply into the 
widow's consciousness she could 
stand it no longer and was led 
away before the flag draped cof- 
fin was lowered into the ground. 


The flier's mother 
remained 


on the special car which brought 
the party from New York. She 
was too feeble to make the last 
journey with her son. The party 
returned to New York imme- 
diately after the burial.
